The contrast setting controls the relation betweenthe light and black 
areas ofthe screen. Ifthe light areas are too bright and are losing 
details, press the «VOL button; ifthe picture is grayand lacks contrast, 
press the VOLP button. 


The brightness settings controls the overallamount of light in the pic- 
ture. Ifthe picture is too bright, press the 4 VOL button; ifthe picture is 
too dark, press the VOL > button. 


Sharpness controls how the TV displays edges ofobjects on-screen. If

Protecting your tapes 

Youcan protect your tapes byremoving the 
erasure prevention tab onthe back ofthe 
tape.

To once again be able to 
record ona tape with its tab removed, sim- 
ply place a piece of tape over the space left 
bythe removed tab. 


Inserting a Tape 

To insert a tape into your TV/ VCR, hold it so that the windows on the tape 
face up, and the labelofthe tape faces away from the TV/ VCR.
